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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 18, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Siwiak. 

Claims 1,18, Siwiak discloses a dual mode communication receiver that comprises a 
first demodulator (fig. 1, 108) for detecting information transmitted in an FM 
modulation format on a first channel, and a second demodulator (1 12), responsive 
to the information detected in the FM modulation format, for detecting 
information transmitted in a linear modulation format on a second channel. The 
first and second demodulators(108,1 12) share a common receiver front end. A 
power conservation circuit(104) is provided for selectively supplying power to 
the first and second demodulators, effectively, selecting the first and second 
demodulators for demodulatioing first and second data. 

Claim 2, inherits the limitations of Claim 1 , Siwiak further discloses that the system 
described is used in a paging system, a type of wireless communication system. 
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Further, the first and second type of data sources are demodulated by FM and linear 
demodulators, both of which are well known for demodulating burst data. 

Claim 3, inherits the limitations of Claim 2, further the limitation of a demodulator 
embodied at a modem is well known in the art, as a modem is a type of demodulator. 

Claims 4, 19, inherit the limitations of Claim 1 and 18 respectively. Further, Siwiak 
discloses that the different data modes are known to arrive in a pattern (col. 6, line 561- 
col. 7, line 37, fig. 2b). If the data are known to arrive in a pattern then it is obvious that 
the selection between the two modems would occur in a pattern. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-17, 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
